SENATE FAVORS

SACRAMENTO, May 8.—The de- 
bate on the budget occupied the 
Assembly about three hours today.

From every standpoint, includ- 


ing presedence, for more than a dec- 
ade and the obvious intention of 
the Stephens administration to ma- 
terially increase State costs in the 
event of success at the primary 
election last August, it may be con- 
servatively estimated that if for- 
mer Gov. Stephens were the State's 
chief executive at this time the bi- 
ennial budget would call for ap- 


proximately $45,000,000 more than 


the sum recommended by Gov. 
Richardson. 

Through a conflict in the budget 
bill as amended and vetoed by the 
Governor, it appears that the Uni- 
versity of California, Southern 
Branch, will receive $110,000 in 
excess of the $1,340,000 originally 
allotted to that institution. 


CRIME BILLS SIGNED 


Gov. Richardson today signed a 
series of bills proposed by the Los 
Angeles Crime Commission and de- 
signed to discourage crimes of vio- 
lence in this State. Addition of 
these measures to the criminal laws 
of California is expected to have a 
salutary effect on the activities of 
the lawless element. It may be 
taken for granted that news of the 
strengthening of the criminal stat- 
utes will quickly reach organized 
and unorganized criminals in all 
parts of the country. 

The Governor signed Assembly 
Bills Nos. 939, 943, 944, 945, 946 
and 947, by Emme and Graves, and 
it is believed that he will affix his 
signature to the two remaining 
Crime Commission measures, As- 
sembly Bill No. $48, now on his 
desk, and Senate Bill No. 686, which 
has passed the upper house and is 
now on the Assembly file. 

The first of the Crime Commis- 
sion bills, Assembly Bill No. 939. 
provides that any prisoner charged 
with or convicted of felony and 
confined in any jaf] or in the éus- 
tody of a sheriff or who is an in- 
mate of.a county hospital and who 
escapes or attempts to escape, is 
guilty of a felony. This new stat- 
ute is an amendment to the code 
which formerly made such crimes 
a misdemeanor or failed to specify 
any punishment for such escape 
under certain conditions, 


BURGLARY PENALTIES 

The second measures, Assembly 
Bill No. 943, provides for penalty 
for each of the degrees of burglary 
and increases the minimum sen- 
tence for conviction of burglary 
committed with a deadly weapon, 
from one year to five years. As- 
sembly Bill No, 944 divides the 
crime of robbery into two degrees, 
the first degree being robberies 
committed by torture or with 4 
deadly weapon. All other robberies 
under this act are robberies of the 
second degree. 

Assembly Bill No. 945 provides a 
minimum sentence of five years for 
robbery committed with the use of 
a deadly weapon. | 

Assembly Bill No. $46 defines 
the crime of grand larceny and 
increases the value of the property 
constituting gand larceny from $50 
to $200. In the event of this meas- 
ure submitted to Gov. Richardson 
its proponents explain that the ex- 
isting law was passed in 1872 and 
experience has shown that where 
the property stolen is of value of 
$60 to $100, juries will not convict 
of grand larceny, but will convict 
of petit larceny. This will result 
in a saving to the county together 
with the Superior Court calendars. 

Assembly Bill No. 947 provides 
that after a plea of guilty or a 
ocnviction for rape where the 
Prosecutrix is under the age of 18 
years, it shall be the duty of the 
jury to recommend whether a 
County Jail sentence or a State 
prison sentence shall be imposed. 

Maj. Walter Tuller and Buron R. 
Fitts, representing the Los Angeles 
organization, conferred with Gov. 
Richardson relative to the merits 
of the foregoing measures and 
were assured by the Governor that 
he regards the new statutes as a 
thoughtful and valuable contribu- 
tion to the law-enforcement ma- 
chinery of California. ‘ 


Measure for 


Religious Study 
is Reconsidered

SACRAMENTO, May 8.—By a 
scant majority the Senate this aft- 
ernoon decided to reconsider the 
vote whereby defeat was adminis- 
tered last week to a bill by Senator 
lewis L. Dennett, Modesto, pro- 
posing to grant permission to ex- 
cuse from public schools for two 
hours each week all pypils whose 
parents desire that the children 
devote these hours to _ religious 
study in various churches of de- 
nominational schools. 

Dennett pleaded that the plan 
has the united support of all 
creeds; has operated successfully 
in other States and was purely op- 
onal.

Bonding Itself 
Dog-in-Manger Attitude is 
Taken on Pact 
Yuma County Senator Strong

PHOENIX, May 8.—At his Colo- 
rado river conference this morning, 
Gov. Hunt tumbled off the fence 
into the camp of the opposition to 
the river compact, saying in his 
introductory address: 

“I am confident that the action 
of the members of the legislature 
who opposed the adoption of the 
pact was the most constructive 
thing they could have done. Their 
action has focused attention upon 
the Colorado River and its possibilli- 
ties and I think has done much for 
a better understanding of the 
great resources that lie within the 
walls of that great canyon, no 
matter what the final action of the 
legislature of Arizona may be on 

Referring to former Gov. Camp- 
bell’s threat to take the matter be- 
fore the electors, Hunt said: 

“Despite the opinion of promi- 
nent and excellent citizens of Ari- 
zona, I am very skeptical about the 
pact being approved by the people 
of Arizona as it is at present 
drawn, it they fully understand it. 
In fact, my judgment would be 
that with the exception of a few 
isolated localities, the pact would 
be defeated if submitted on the 
basis of present information.” 


BASIC IDEA SOUND 
He continued with a statement 
that he considered the basic idea 
of the pact, an effort to avoid lit!- 
gation, is sound, but whether the 


principles laid down are the best 


for Arizona is open to debate. 
Hence the calling of the confer- 
ence. He urged consideration of 
the advisability of adoption of the 
pact as written, or of its amend- 
ment to conform with ideas that 
may be formulated. Then it was 
suggested that assent of the other 
States to the amended compact 
might be obtained. His final sug- 
gestion was to ignore the pact en- 
tirely and to go ahead with a pro- 
gram of develapment by this State. 

The Governor asked free dis- 
cussion of the plan for bonding the 
State for construction ‘at Glenn 
Canyon of a dam that would give 
flood control, storage for irrigation, 
and power, and of economical 
methods for construction of other 
dams and means for solving silting 
problems. 

Apprehension concerning the 
ambitions of Los Angeles appear 


to agitate the executive. Along 


this line he stated: I want to 
urge this matter to your particular 
attention because I believe that if 
the city of Los Angeles can afford 
to propose to bond itself for $40,- 
000,000 to build the Boulder Can- 
yon dam for power to sell at a 
profit, Arizona, as a State, can af- 
ford to issue the necessary bonds 
as a business proposition to build 
the necessary projects and to sell 
the power for the advantage 
this State. 


DOG-IN-MANGER STAND 
Jam not at all ambitious to con- 
tribute toward the building up of 
Los Angeles and California with the 


resources of Arizona. The fact 
that they may be a little further 
advanced at the present time than 
we are, and can use the resources 
of the river at the present time, 
while we may not have immediate 
use for them, is no reason why 
they should be given rights that 
belong to us. 

“I believe that if California ac- 
quires power from the resources 
of Arizona and this State should 
be paid for it, and I am not afraid 
of any fight which may develop 
as a result of any effort made by 
Arizo to obtain for this State 
what tightly belongs to it, and 
unless we do put up a fight there 
is no doubt in my mind but that 
what should belong to us will be 
given to some other State or States. 

Though a number of “regrets” 
were received from the thirty-six 
individuals on the origina] mem- 
bership list, it is understood that 
the only downright refusal to at- 
tend e from President Mul- 
ford insor of the State Senate, 
who, from Yuma, addressed Gov.

WINSOR’S STAND 

In his letter, Mr. Winsor ex- 
presses his opinion that only one 
of two things may be done with 
the compact.

Any other 
course is sheer obstruction, for 
there Is no middle ground. Plainly 
is stated that he would consider 
fwemself out of place in a confer- 
ence having for its purpose the 
defeat of his ideas.

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OIL OUT OF FISH 


Gulf Sthooner Real Floating 
Manufacturing Plant 
Catches Scheele and Grinds 
Them for Market 
Sports 
After Days Work 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
GALVESTON (Tex.) May 8.— 
Tied up at one of the piers here 
for repairs is the schooner Guana- 
caste, which is a completely 
equipped manufacturing plant. In 


many respects it is one of the 
most remarkable steamships afloat. 
It is equipped for catching enor- 
mous quantities of menhaden, 
which run-in schools in the deep 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico. In- 
stead of transporting these catches 
of fish to some rt to be con- 
verted into oil and other products. 
they are put through the necessary 
manufacturing processes on board 
the vessel while at sea. The fish 
are disposed of as fast as caught 
and in this manner the Guanacaste 
is able to cruise areund for weeks 
at a time until a full cargo is 
collected. 

Employees of this floating manu- 
facturing plant have an enjoyable 
time on board the schooner. When 
the day's work is over they indulge 
in various kinds of sport and en- 
tertainment. 

The Guanacaste is crammed full 
of machinery which is used for 
rendering ofl from the menhaden 
fish, and coverting the residue inte 
end fertilizer. 


BOATS SPREAD NETS 


Menhaden run in schools near 
the surface of th 
stant lookout is 
the crow’'s nest at the Guanacaste's 
masthead, and when the fish ere 
sighted, small boats are lowered 
and .the school surrounded with 
purse nets. These are then drawn 
alongside, and the catch is taken 
aboard with dip nets...

ers deck, from which they are 
carried by a conveyor into a super- 
heated steem cooker. There they 
bask for twenty minutes while 
going through the somewhat an- 
noying process of being reduced to 
pulp. This pulp is transferred to 
a screw press which operates un- 
der 10,000-pound, pressure and ex- 
tracts all water and oil. The oil 
is led into a 25,000-gallen tank, 
the water being returned to its 

nal source. 

Very little of the menhaden 
gets back, however. What solid 
matter remains after the pressing 
is done pasges into hot-air driers, 
after which a crusher converts it 
into meal. This is placed in 100- 
rer gg sacks and stored in the

PRODUCTS IN DEMAND 

Fish meal is largely used for 
feeding hogs, chickens and cattle. 
There is a good demand for the 
fertilizer, White the oil produced 
is used in tempering steel, tanning 
leather, and in manufacturing 
soaps and paints. ' 

The Guanacaste, whose home 
port is St. Andrews. Bay, Fie. is 
operated ty the St. Andrews Bay 
Lumber Company. It is 600 tens 
gross, and was formerly a four- 
masted schooner, but is now 
powered with two Diesel engines. 

Capt. J. H. Delaney is navigator 
of the Guanacaste, while Capt. 
L. P. Henderson has charge of t 
nautical kitchen. 

The particular advantage of the 
arrangement is that the Guana- 
caste may remain at sea for a 
month or more at a tinre, while 
other fishing boats must hurry to 
port, immediately on making their 
catch, in order to prevent the fish 
from spolling.

Japanese Chemist Says 
Will Relieve 
Rice Shortage 


(BY CABLSZ—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

TOKIO, May 8. — Wine from 
sweet potatoes—this is said to be 
discovery that has just been 
made by Dr. Uemtaro Suzuki in 
his physico-chemical laboratories. 
At a party given by the doctor to 
several of his friends, the new 
wine was 
tasted of it and pronounced it far 
better than the national beverage, 
saké. Dr. Suzuki has invited oth- 
er medical men to make an an- 
alysis of his wine and declares that 
it is free from all deleterious sub- 
stances. He maintains that his 
new beverage will more than sat- 
isfy the needs of saké drinkers 
and that the immense quantity of 
rice that has hitherto been util- 
ized for brewing the Japanese rice 
wine can now be used for more 
useful and necessary purposes. 

The laboratories in which Dr. 
Suzuki conducted his experiments 
were organized in 1917 with a 
state grant of 1,000,000 yen. There 
are at present fourteen experi- 
mental departments, fully 
equipped, in which 130 scholars 
are making researches into eighty

In three-color process 
work, the colored copy 18 
photographed three times 
through colored glasses. 
The green glass, or filter, 
cuts out all color in the 
copy excepting the red. 
The blue negative is made 
by photographing through 
a red filter, and the yel- 
low negative, through a 
blue filter. The plates 
made from these negatives 
are printed generally in 
the following order: First 
the yellow, then the red 
on the yellow, then the 
blue on fhe yellow and 
red.

ORD CECIL AND THE LEAGUE 
Lord Robert. Cecil's brief visit to the 
United States has given to many in the 
country a clearer understanding of what 
the League of Nations is actually doing, 
what it has accomplished and what it has 
not sought to do. At the same time, Lord 
Robert has returned to England with a 
better knowledge of American conditions, 
ideals and aspirations. — 
During his visit he exercised tact in 
evading personal altercation. He was care- 


‘sincerely opposed to American participa- 
tion in the League movement. He recog 
‘nized that there are prejudices to be over- 
come in this country as well as in his own; 
that neither country will consent to look 
through the other’s glasses. 

With the exception of the section of the 
press already discredited in this cougtry, 
his addresses were fully and honestly re 
ported, and those who differed with him 
gave him credit for his sincerity and for 
the high plane on which he conducted the 
discussion. 

Lord Robert holds in the British Parlia- 
ment a position somewhat similar to that 
of Henry Clay nearly a century ago in the 
American Senate. He is high-minded and

Mate Told Film Star Was in

Actress Asserts Plot to Ruin 
Her Reputation 


A desire to make his wife, Mil- 
dred Gray Maryatt, jealous 
prompted Oscar H. Maryatt to 
write letters to her stating that 
Barbara La Marr, the too beauti- 
ful’ screen favorite, was in love 
with him, he admitted in a sworn 
Statement made yesterday.

| Marr at no time ever knew me ex- 
cept in so far as during the time 
I was driving a studio car.

At the same time Miss La Marr 
and her latest husband, Jack 
Dougherty. motion-picture actor. 
to whom she was married Saturday, 
| issued a joint statement intimating 
that @ome unknown person was 
(engineering a plot to injure Miss 
La Marre character and prevent 
the successful completion of ne- 
gotiations whereby the actress is 
to be starred under a new con- 
tract. 

This, they declared, is evidenced 
by the fact that in Mrs. Maryatt’s 
original complaint against her 
husband the letters involving the 
actress were left out and that the 
new complaint was filed just a few 
days after her marriage. 

Their statement follows: 

“We understand that this ts Mrs. 
Maryatt’s third complaint. In her 
two preceding complaints she 
failed to incorporate the letters 
which her husband wrote her. This 
leads us to believe that some un- 
known parties are attempting to 
injure Miss La Marte reputation 
for reasons unknown to us. It is 
our intention to sift this matter 
to the Bettom and bring the guilty 
parties to justice.”’.

An iliness diagnosed as 
scarlet fever at a house adjoining 
the milk house at the Aarup Dairy 
resulted in an order from Dr. Tel- 
fer to remove the entire dairy herd 

the premises. The State 
Board of Health officer said, after 
examining all cows of the dairy 
herd, that they are not suffering 
from the disease. 
More than twenty persons etrick- 
fen with the fever were said to have 
been patrons of Arup Dairy, 
where, City Health Officer Owen 
asserted, an employee was found 
suffering from the disease. The 
reported failure of Dr. Gibbs, who 
treated the employee, to report 
the case as scariet fever was 
asserted to have resulted in the 
charge being filed against the 
physician. 

Dr. Gibbs, in his public statement, 
maintained his contention that 
the disease is not scarlet fever but 
is a “throat complaint” and scored 
“politicians and employees of the 
city.”
